We were al! at this meeting sharing one 
major concern- the quality of the health of 
the people in the Ironbowhd.

More than 
100 people from all over New Jersey 
came td hear- Dr. Goldfarb speak. 


The Port Authority (owner of the , 


Airport) is working. with"the Essex 
County government to build: one of the 
country's largest garbage-incinerators in, 
Ironbound. The incinerator would cost 
$250 to 300 million dollars to build. Dr: 
Goldfarb warned against investing so 
much money in a technology that has not 
been proven to be safe or healthy, Much of 
the research done by indepérident scien- 
tists has pointed to a severe health threat · 
posed by these incinerators. Dr. Goldfarb 
called for a freeze on the construction of , 
these facilities until they can be built and 
operated safely. 

All garbage incinerators tested in 
Europe and in the, United States have 
emitted dioxin, 8 chemica! which is found 
in Agent Orange, the herbicide that our 
veterans and the Vietnamese people were 
exposed tó during the Vietnam War. 
Dioxin is deadly. It causes cancer, liver 
and kidney damage, and can cause birth 

defects. In Oregon, many women suffered 
‘miscarriages when exposed to a herbicide 
that contains dioxin. 


“There are very strong chemical! fumes 
coming from Keith Industries, so strong

These spills and drum !eakage are sources

Goldfarb disse que existem alternativas 
particularmente a reciclagem. 

Na reciclagem certas especies de mate- 
riais tais como vidro, plasticos, metais e 
pape! podem ser separados e usados em 
vez de se queimar ou enterrar todo não 
havendo assim mais 080 util. A réciclagem 
é mais barata que as pilhas de lixo ou os
